M. F. Lovett, federal food admin­ 
istrator for this county ol all the 
grocers of Rush county to he hold in 
tho sheriffs cilice W ednesday, Jan­ 
uary 2, at one-thirty 
o’clock.

u ige- that all the grocers of 
the 
county shall he present at this con­ 
ference, which is to be of great im- 
jx) eta nee. 
The purpose o f the conference, it 
i- stated, is to select a representa­ 
tive of Rush county 
grocers to at­ 
tend a meeting in Indianapolis Jan­ 
uary 15 when various food agencies 
will arrive at some conclusions re­ 
garding prices of foodstuffs. 
At the 
time, it understood, retail prices for 
articles, to he in the whole state, will 
be fixed and all grocers wll he ex­ 
pected to abide by them. 
Consumers 
and wholesalers likewise will he re­ 
presented at the meeting. 
Mr. Lovett has a number of recent 
bulletins respecting his duties in thi 
county. 
One request is that he re­ 
port all dealers in the county asking 
more than % to I 1 cents per pound 
profit on sugar, 
lie is requested to 
supply the following data in cases 
where an excessive profit is being 
charged; wholesaler supply 
sugar, 
quantity 
.purchased, 
freight 
anc 
drayage, retail price. 
The food administrator is also in 
receipt of another bulletin 
setting 
forth that all 
grocers 
who supply 
hotels are considered as wholesalers 
land therefore subject to the provi­ 
sions of the food control act pro­ 
viding they shall take out licenses. 
The food administrator is asked to 
enforce this provision of the law be­ 
cause in every city there are some 
retailers who supply hotels. 
A movement is under way now to 
make the retailers a part of the fed­ 
eral food administration, 
according 
to another bulletin. 
Grocers organ­ 
izations and traveling salesm en are 
being utilized to acquaint the mer­ 
chants with these new steps. 
Still anither bulletin 
warns 
the 
food administrator to watch for any 
increases in the retail price of' milk. 
He is instructed 
that 
no advances 
should be made on milk without con­ 
sulting the food administration.

The complaint sets forth that the 
association in indebted

ples National banfit for $5,88.1.40 on 
promisors’ notes,

cum! interest in the sum of $109.75, 
and to J. W. Foley for $69.70, 
the 
I. & C. for $15 and to various other 
creditors for small 
amounts. 
The

and

oeiation is 28 acres of land valued 
at $5,000.

tory in charge. 
Many merchants and others com­ 
ing under the provisions 
of the in­ 
ventory have received 
their blanks 
and filled them out according to in­ 
structions, ready 
for 
mailing 
to 
Washington. 
The 
survey 
touches 
every handler 
of foodstuffs except 
the 
housewife, 
including 
dealers, 
manufacturers, 
distributors 
and 
holders of such commodities. 
The survey follows a preliminary 
inventory for a limited 
number of 
food items made last August 31. re­ 
sults from which have 
been nearly 
all tabulated. 
In addition 
to 
the 
invoices of 
dealers, blanks will be sent to rep­ 
resentative private 
houses in suffi­ 
cient number to form the basis of an 
estimate of the quantities of food in 
private hands. 
The Indiana State Council of De­ 
fense and the federal food adminis­ 
trator tor 
Indiana, 
although 
not 
directly interested 
in 
the 
survey, 
have 
authorized 
local 
county de­ 
fense councils 
and other patriotic 
citizens to emphasize its importance 
and encourage it wherever possible. 
The returns from

survey will 
give the federal food administration 
accurate knowledge of what it
